'Ihe McGill Conserva toriuin Orches- 
tra gnvc a very successful concert 
last evening at the It.V.C. Music or 
Mozart, Schumann and Tsclmikovskj 
was played. The orchestra was as- 
sisted by Miss Taylor, Miss Brown, 
Miss Travers, Miss Norman and Mr. 
E. Katz. So skilfully did Dr. I'crrlll 
arrange his programme I lui I the audi- 
ence showed Mille sign of fa'tiguc. In- 
deed ihe applause after each number 
gnvc ample proor of the interest in 
which it was held. 

The Orchestra was quite up to Its 
high standard last night. A nicety 
of balance was maintained, a plas- 
ItcKy of delivery and a judicious con- 
trast in dynamics, all of which were 
worthy of far wider recognized organ- 
izations than the Conservatorium Or- 
dinal ra. 

The well-known Jupiter symphony 
or Mozart opened in a stately allegro, 
which was admirably though-, out. 
In the adagio a slight lack of co- 
herence was noticeable, which rather 
disturbed that placid quiescence which 
should have reached the ears of the 
audience. H is, however, loo much 
to expect of other than the foremost 
orchestras of to-day to give the true 
finished effeci to the adagio. 

.Miss Taylor played a Do Beriot 
Fautaslo with a decisiveness ana 1 a 
technique far in advance of her years. 
She disclosed In her playing lalents 
or no mean proportions, which, ihough 
partly undeveloped at present, prom- 
ise much for the future, 

In ihe difficult A Minor Concerto, 
written for the piano with orchestra, 
Miss Brown showed really remark- 
able ability. Her finish, correctness 
aud well-planned interpretation were 
extremely commendable, 

Three-tone sketches by Ronald, 
1 fuhii and Kcllie formed one or the 
most Interesting fea-aues or the pro- 
gramme. Miss Travers sang them 
with their proper color variation, aid- 
ed with a voice of rare quality, 

.Miss Norman's plano-playlng dis- 
played good tone and a very credit- 
able amount of technique. Miss Nor- 
man should, however, pay rather 
closer at'icntion to her phrasing and 
to lier rhythm. 

Another feature of the programme 
was the Nardina Concerto (violin and 
orchestrai. It win be remembered 
that, this piece was last heard in 
Montreal at. the récriai or the Flon- 
zaley Quartette. Mr. Katz played with 
conviction and gave the audience a 
masterly interprétai ion. 

To sum up, it may be said that the 
concert was it grcirt tribute to the 
skillful and untiring work of Dr. Per- 
rin. On such an organization should 
McGill pride herself. The fact thai 
the work of the orchestra is appreci- 
ated is well attesled to by the fact 
thai last evening the hall was filled 
to overflowing.

As a writer be is well known and 
very prolific contributions to Life. 
Truth, Puck, Canadian Magazine, Uni- 
versity Magazine and the Encyclo- 
paedia Americana form bul n small 
pari of his publications. His main 
work, bow ever, has been the humor- 
ous sketches collected Into several 
volumes, which are too well known 
to require men, ion.

Since the beginning 
ol the war Dr. Leacock lias been ;;iv- 
iiiR public readings or his works in 
aid of i he Belgian Relief Puud, 

Although Dr. Leacock tries t« as- 
sume a certain ignorance of the «wb- 
Jeels outside or his sphere, his lec- 
tures are proof or a very comprehen- 
sive knowledge, in his own subject, 
ioo, Dr, Leacock is a master. Hc can 
and doi s induce into the minds of his 
students a definite appréciai ion of his 
lucid method. There is no unneces- 
sary embellishment or diffusent is, 
yCl everything said seems lo have re- 
ceived careful consideration heroic Ks 
simple presentation io the class, in 
fact, it can be said with certainly that 
if a pel "ii does noi come away from 
a lecture of "Stcvje'a" feeling that he 
has gained some definite and com- 
plete ideas, then I here is something 
amiss with his mentality. Again, iu 
his serious w riling Dr. Leacock 
shows a depth of reading and maturity 
of consideration which go to make 
his deductions weighty and conclu- 
sive. In short, the words of the Tor- 
onto Clolip under l his head are very 
typical of 'the general opinion: "Dr. 
Leacock's knowledge of social ami 
economic conditions mark him as an 
authority."

That athletic eligibility and Miose 
phases of athletic control which have 
lo do with scholastic relations of ath- 
letes should hi' placed in charge of a 
Faculty committee, Is the opin on < \- 

pie.sstd b> Dean .McClenab.iu. of 
Princeton University, in an address 
on ''Athletic Standards" delivered al 
the annual meeting o; the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association in New 
York. IPs speech follows m part: 

I have no intention to speak of 
those athletic standards which mlghl 
be regarded as standards of athletic 
achievement, as records of athletic 
ability. I do want, however, to speak 
of certain standaids of policy which 
have in many places governed the 
athletic relations of those Institutions, 
of niOHî points o.' athlètiç faith about 
whose statements may be crystallized 
the whole athletic policy of an instl- 
t m ion. 

The first or ihese athletic sayings 
which seem to me unfortunate i» the 
following : Never give up a team 
which bus beaten you UOtll you have 
beaten it. Surely, to give up games 
villi a team which has beaten us, 
whatever may be the reason by which 
the continuation of such games wa* 
made undesirable, and to state frank- 
ly the reason for the action taken, 
displays a higher type of sportsman- 
ship than the attitude Indicated above, 
and also displays a fine grade of 
moral conincr. To give up in l he face 
of certain criticism and irilsroprosen- 
taiion, a came which In iisrlf is un- 
desirable, requires guod courage and 
good sportsmanship, To continue to 
play games which are in themselves 
undesirable, because of fear of uiii- 
cism, is not wholly creditable. 

Another foundation stone or nth* 
letlc policy is Hie cry, " Blank Col- 
lege never protests, ' This non-pro- 
testing position |s a very dangerous 
one. The honest team is compelled 
to meet a team very Improperly made 
up and Is ofAen thereby deprived of 
the credit which It richly deserves, 
How atmosl Infinitely betlcr in every 
respect It is to have a frank, friendly 
exchange of Information or criticism 
between the coaches, even to have 
acrimonious protests which may be 
settled openly and honorably. 

Another belief, universally held. I 
presume, by undergraduates, is ex- 
pressed in the statementi often made 
with irritation and profound empha- 
sis. " As long as I pass my examin- 
ations, it la none of the Faculty's 
business how ninny sports 1 take pari 
In." 

i'o this opinion 1 offer complete 
dissent. The number of sports a Stu- 
dent engages in Is very much the 
business of the Faculty, for a mere 
passing or all examinations, with 
whatever grade, !< not by all means 
the largest pan of a college training, 
Few of us in this presence will deny 
that the main bttslneSs of an educa- 
tional Institution is to educate, to 

train the mind, and thai when com- 
petitive athletics cease to be subser- 
vient tO tbis main purpose, they br-
